CHAMBERLAIN IN: 
ENGLAND GASPING 


Tariff Reform Champion and 
Adherents in Birmingham 
Are Swept Into Par- 
liament. 


SENSATIONS CROWD DAY. 


Flood of Laborites Into House 
Amazes and Frightens Nation; 
Title of “M. P.” Shorn 
of Its Luster. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZE.] 

LONDON, Jan. 18, 8 a. m.—England will 
read its newspapers between gasps of amaze- 
ment this morning. 

The supreme sensation of the most sensa- 
tional general elections ever held in Great 
Britain came yesterday afternoon, when it 
was announced that Joseph Chamberlain, 
immovable champion of tariff reform, the 
rock upon which the unionist party foun- 
dered, had won an overwhelming victory in 
Birmingham. | ‘ 

The landslide which carried him to victory 
swept into parliament every unionist candi- 
date in that city pledged to Chamberlain's 
poHcy. 

Chamberlain's victory was only one feature 
of the day’s developments. This morning's 
figures emphasize the fact that the sudden 
and wholly unforeseen strength of the labor 
party was not an accident of the campaign. 
Up to last night more than thirty laborites, 
all of them recruited directly from the ranks 
of the working classes, had been returned 
to parliament. 


Labor Strength Gives Alarm. 

This morning the conservative press is 
pouring out an avalanche of articles, gloomi- 
ly speculating upon this the most significant 
and sinister feature of the campaign. 

Another of the developments of yesterday 
which is exciting comment was the defeat of 
Sir Conan Doyle in Scotland and the elec- 
tion of Lord Castlereigh, son of the marquis 
of Londonderry, at Maidstone, the only gain 
made by the unionists in the day’s elections. 

The triumphant emerging of Chamberlain 
from the wreck of his party has established 
him more firmly than ever as a popular idol. 
His Birmingham constituency elected him 
by the big majority of 5,000. 

As if with a concerted intention to&®prove 
that a prophet is not always without honor 


in his own country, each of the seven di- 
visions in the city elected a unionist pledged 


to Chamberlain's policy, and in six divisions: 


phenomenal majorities were piled up. 

Chamberlain's friend and henchman car- 
ried Bordesley division by a majority of 8,787 
votes, defeating Bruce Glagier, the labor 
candidate. Only in one division wes the 
contest at all close, the unionist.majority 
there being 585. The gross majority in the 
whole city in favor of tariff reform 
25,017 votes. 


‘We Are Seven,’ Chamberlain. 

With easily intelligible elation Chamberlain 
telegraphed to the London newspapers sup- 
porting him, saying: 

‘‘My own people have justified my confi- 
dence. ] am deeply gratefui to all who have 
assisted in winning this great victory. We 
are seven ”’ ‘ 

Even allowing that the Nberal candidates 
were not strong, as the seats were practically 
uncontested at the last general election, 
and though the lberal organization was not 
as good as in other parts of the country, the 
results at Birmingham are of the highest 
importance. They prove the groundlessness 
of the Hberal contention that this general 
election has killed the fiscal agitation fora 
generation to come. 

Besides showing the unabated confidence of 
Birmingham in Mr. Chamberlain, the results 
there go also to confirm what already has 
been noticed in isolated contests, that the 
candidates who openly professed protection- 
ist leanings had good support and in some 
cases were victorious. 


Balfour in Worse Light. 

The outcome at Birmingham affords a 
striking contrast. While Mr. Balfour stands 
discredited as a leader, with his supporters 
all swallowed up and himself angrily crit- 
icisea from his own side, Mr. Chamberlain 
issue@ from the contest with flying colors. 
His courage to a large extent justifies him 
to persevere in his agitation, and he isings 
position to argue that’it was Mr. Balfour’s 
timidity which lost the campaign. 

A considerable section of the unionists on 
the protectionist side bad predicted some 
suth result, and it is now hinted that the 
party must in future look towards Birming- 
ham for hope and guidance. 

It is too late, however, for the results at 
Birmingham to have any great effect on 
the campaign as a whole. The members al- 
ready elected are distributed as follows: 
Liberale ....+esseee- 107 Laborites 
Unionists 73 Nationalists 

Liberals Wins Twelve London Seats. 

Outside /of Birmingham the liberal labor 
flood still flowedstrongly. Twenty-two more 
seats were wrested from the unionists, twelve 
of them being in London. There is yet one 
metropolitan constituency unpolled., 

Apart from these, the new representations 
in the capital stand: Thirty-eight liberals, 4 
laborites, and 18 unionists, compared with 
0 liberals, 1 laborite, and 50 unionists in the 
last parliament. | 

Portsmouth, which previously had been 
represented by two unionists, elected two 
Hberals, and this despite the fact that a 
fifth candidate, a laborite. threatened to 
split the liberal vote. The laborite, however, 
came third with a large vote, the unionists 
being at the bottom of the list. 

Among the members of the new cabinet 
who were victorious were William 8. Rob- 
son, solicitor general, whose majority in 
Sv cth Shields is 6,286, and Sydney C. Buxton, 
postmaster general, who was re@lected in 
the popular division of Tower hamlets. 


@ Labor Unions Show Strength. 

The sudden, unforeseen growth of the 
strong laborite party in the house of com- 
mons, already numbering more than thirty 
members, continues to be commented upon 
on all sides as the most significant feature of 
the elections. It is not the numerical strength 
of the laborites that worries the commenta- 
tors. It is the fact that not only are they 
thoroughly organized asa body but that each 
member is accustomed to organization and 
has been sent to parliament as the paid agent 
of organized labor interests, with certain 
definite objects in view. 

The Daily Mail today editorially, seeking 
comfort in the face of the phenomenal, un- 
tried situation, strikes a note which will be 
indorsed by many unbiased observers. Un-

South Carolina Senator Gives 
Roosevelt a Tongue Lashing. 


SORROWFUL FOR MRS. MORRIS: 


—— 


Demands Inquiry Inté Removal of 
Woman from White House. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17,—Senator Till- 
man made a virulent attack upon President 
Roosevelt in the senate today anent the 
Santo Domingo treaty and the recent forci- 
ble expulsion of Mrs. Minor Morris from the 
White house. 

The South Carolina senator’s speech was 
the most sensational delivered in the sen- 
ate in many sessions. The address abounded 
in Tillman mannerisms and peculiar expres- 
sions and was characterized by many severe 
and exceptionally personal thrusts at the 
president. At times he wept over what he 
regarded as the indignities to Mrs. Morris, 
and his voice and eyes were full of tears 
when he declared in the face of protests 
from his fellow senators that he would de- 
mand an iInvestigetion of the White house 
incident. 

Takes Up Morris Incident. 

The South Carolina senator had devoted a 
considerable part of his speech to a denun- 
ciation of President Roosevelt’s Santo Do- 
mingo treaty before he took up the Mrs, 
Morris incident. Leading up to it he de 
clared that President Roosevelt had gradu- 
ally assumed to direct the.efforts of the press 
until White house news has become colored 
and doctored in the interests of the admin- 
istration. 

“Secretary Loeb is thé apathecary,’” he 
said, “and pills on Panama, pills on Roose- 
velt, pills on railroad rates, and pills on 
everything pertaining to public affairs are 
administered in this way. The newspapers 
have been the funnel through which: this 
quack physic has been sent abroad, and 
when sOme newspaper man refuses to print 
that which the president wants there is 
great wrath at the executive mansion.”’ 

Illustrative of some stories which crop out 
“over or through the bars,’’ Mr. Tillman 
said that “‘ the saddest and most pitiful ex- 
ample of anything that, has ever been asso- 
elated with the name of a president was the 
recent outrage on Mrs. Minor Morris at the 
White howse.”’

Referring again to 
the ‘testimony of «witnesses, his eyes filled 
with téars, and his voice was almost choked 
with emotion when he quoted one of the 
newspaper men who had been present as 
saying that ‘‘ he had since upbraided himself 
that he did not rush to the rescue of Mrs. 
Morris.’ 

Tillman’s Final Defiance. 

‘“ And what are you going to do about it?’ 
he asked in 4 voice now attuned to a high 
key. “ Let these imperialistic practices con- 
tinue? Nothing? Then, indeed, will the 
senate sink into contempt, into a eontempt 
that will be deserved, the contempt of every 
good man and woman in the country. I 
cannot be a party to such a course, but I 
will take the consequences. I will offer the 
resolution and the senate can do asit pleases 
with it.’ 

Mr. Tillman closed with a declaration of 
his high regard for womanhood, taught him 
by his association with his mother and wife 
and said they had ‘“‘taught him to love 
women, and when I see a man ignore his 
plain duty to right a wrong to the sex, I 
would be false to my nature if I remained 
silent.”’

500 MORE POLICE 
AS A CRIME CURE, 


Council Committee Is Unani- 
mous in Approving Increase 
of the Force, One Hundred 
of Them Mounted. 


PROBLEM TO PAY THEM. 


Suggestion Made to Double Sa- 
loon Licenses and Thus 
Provide the $875,- 

000 a Year. 


Convinced of the necessity of more police 
men—as well as more efficient policemen— 
the council committee on police department 
yesterday gave its unanimous approval to 
the addition of 500 men to the force, 100 of 
them to be mounted. Then the committee 
instantly was confronted with a statement of 
the condition of the city treasury that 
seemed to prohibit the increase. So it! was 
determined to leave the problem inthe hands 
of the council finance committee to devise @ 
way of raising the necessary $375,000 a year. 

The one suggestion for a financial remedy 
was made by Ald. Raymer, who proposed 


doubling the fee for city licenses of saloons. — 


This measure, he declared, would have the 
double benefit of increasing the revenue ang 
at the same time of wiping out a class of low 
saloons that harbor hoodlums and thugs. 


Number of Saloons Appalling. 

“Under the present license fee of $500." 
said the alderman, “the total number of 
saloons in Chicago ts appalling. Often we 
see six in one block. And fully one-half 
of them are of a disreputable character and 
are frequented by bad men who are the 
cause of so much trouble to the police. It 
is tn them that hoodlums congregate, learti 
evil ways, and become crooks, and ft Is i# 
them that many of the crimes that horrify 


Chicago and the whole country are con- 


cocted. 

“Tf a fee of $1,000 were demanded the 
cheap places where all the loafing is done 
would have to go out of business, ant those 
that remained wduld be so conducted that 
the work of the police would be lessened. 
At the same time, I believe the revenues of 
the city would be augmented to an extent 
that would enable us to spend more money 
for protective measures, a thing now appar~ 
ently impossible.’’ 


Would Tax Exempt Realty. 

“I don’t approve the plan,” said Ald. Cul- 
lerton, when Mr. Raymer had finished his 
argument; “The necessary funds should 
ccme from direct taxation on property which 
is now exempt. .

Dunn Criticises the Police. 


“The $1,000 fee might not be @ popular — 


measure, but it would be efficacious,’ de- 
clared Ald. Dunn, father of the resolution 
asking for an investigation by the commit- 
tee and present at the request of ChairmaB 


Bradley. 


“There are a few things the people of 
this city want to know and I think this com- 
mittee should give them the information if 


it can,” continued Ald. Dunn. “ One is why 


with the same amount of money expended 
the people have but half the police protection 
they had ten years ago. In my section of 
the city, with the annual police appropria- 
tion the same as it was ten years ago, we 
have less than half the number of police. 
men. This is in spite of the fact that the 
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population of the district has increased more _ 


than 50 per cent. Why is it that law and 
order are held in such contempt? 


Hoodlums Not Molested. 

“Why is it that gangs of hoodlums are 
never molested by the police? These thugs 
are known to the police in many Instances 
and no attempt is made to arrest them. Why 
is it that so few criminals are arrested tn pro- 
rortion to the crimes committed? Why Is it 
that when they are arrested they are not 
prosecuted? ‘Why are criminals pardoned 
from prigon after they are sentenced? This 
le a condition of affairs that encourages 
criminals and discourages the police tn their 
efforts to stamp out crime. I believe that 
we could have a more efficient aaministra- 
tion of the police department even under 
existing conditions if the effort were sincere- 
ly made by the proper authorities.”’ 

The high license plan was favored by séy- 
eral other members of the council who were 
present, and Ald. Raymer stated that he 
would present it forcibly to the finance com- 
mittee at its next meeting. 


Chief Collins Speaks. 


Cifef Collins was called before the commit- 
tee ag soon as it met In the rooms of the 
finance committee and at once took the atti- 
tude that all is being done by the police de 
partment that can be expected of it under 
the present circumstances. 

“We need nearly 1,000 more men to pro- 
tect the Nfe and property of the citizens 
“ There are 700 
men now on the force who through age or 
some other cause are incapacitated for serv- 
ice and they’ should be retired. I some ticne 
ago asked the pension board to allow me te 
retire a large number of these men, but the 
most they would allow me to pension waeten 
a year. Their finances will not permit more 
than that number and it has no effect on the 
general weakness of the force, as it will ab 
ways leave several hundred incapacitated 
men on the pay roli.”’ 


Work for Incapacitated Men. 


Questions were asked him as to what these 
men are doing, and he said: 

‘* While some of them are kept tn the sta- 
tions at some work or other, the majority 
are detailed for special work. There are a 
number of them at the railway 
throughout the city, where I believe they 
are absolutely necessary for the guidance 
and protection of the public. Thousands of 
pecple pass through the stations every day.

“In the city hall there gre about fifteen 
assigned to the different offices, including 
the city collector and treasurer, where they 
are really watchmen. Fora time men were 
sent to the schools, but now a patrolman 
who is on a beat near a school goes to lt at the 
times the pupils are in the yard, at the open- 
ings of sessions, recess time, and dismigsal. 
That has been found sufficient. At the rafi- 
road crossings they are absolutely essential. 
There as many persons are Killed and maimed 
as by crime. 

“ The report that many able bodied police- 
men are given enaps is not true. It is not 
possible to tell by the eyes whether a man is 
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"men who look able bodied are really crippled ' 
by diseased limbs.” 


SUES CAR SYSTEMS. 
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Use for Mounted Police. 
Chairman Bradley asked the chief about 
his recommendations for mounted policemen, 
 e@né@ he declared that they would be of great 
-  penefit in the outskirts of the city as patrol- 
ment and In the downtown district for hurry- 


ing slong the congested traffic. He suggested. 


that for this purpose they should be used as 
far south as Twelfth street and as far west 
as Halsted: Another suggestion, which he 
has“incorporated in-his annual report, is for 
the addition of alarm bells on all patrol 

boxes to inform crossing policemen that they 
- aré weeded at some nearby point. 


Still another step which he believed would 


bring material benefit to the department was 
a chafige in the age limit of the civil service 
regulations. At present a man under 35 may 
become a policeman, and he stated that if 
none over 25 could be appointed there would 
be less difficulty with superannuated men. 


Force Becoming Smaller. 


The most surprising development in Chief 
Collins’ statement was that while policemen 
each year are leaving the force through death 
or retirement no effort has been made to re- 
place them. No additions have been made 
during the last three years. In 1807 there 
were 8,062 patrolmen, and in 1®~< the number 
had fallen to 2,571. 

With these evidences of the necessity foran 
increase in the force the committee turned to 
a consideration of the possibilities. Ald. 
Raymer and Controller McGann were called 
upon to express their views, and both declared 
that there is almost no opportunity for an in- 
creased appropriation. — 


Meeting of Citizens. 


At the citizens’ meeting which was held 
in the banquet room of the Auditorium hotel 
in the afternoon: definite steps were taken 
toward the suppression of crime. Two com- 
mittees were appointed to arrange for the 
‘campaign. One committee is to codperate 
with the city council in an effort to secure 
additional police immiediately, and the other 
ig to investigate thoroughly the whole situa- 
tion with the view of suggesting some means 
for the cleansing of the city. 

Over 300 people attended the meeting, and 
,everybody was eager to assist in the move- 
ment. Many women were present. At the 
outset Chairman A. B. Boughan announced 
that opinions from every one would be ac- 
ceptable. Mayor Dunne was the first speak- 
er. He reiterated his ideas by declaring that 
the police force must be enlarged. 

“It te with deep apprehension that I have 
moted the recent murders in Chicago,” said 
the mayor. “I am anxious to suppress this 
outlawry, but I do not think it can be done 
until 1,000 or more young, energetic police- 
men are added to the force. Chicago is rich 
enough to respond with money. The finance 
committee will do all it can; The money 
must come from somewhere. I believe the 
police department is efficient according to the 
present number on the force, What we need 
_ 4s more men.” ’ 


Civic Federation to Assist. 


The mayor was applauded loudly. Later 
he announced that the executive committee 
of the Civic federation had offered its serv- 

in solvimg the problem. A special con- 
ference of that committee with members of 
the city finance committee, Mayor Dunne, 
‘and Chief Collins will be held at the Great 
Northern hotel Jan. 23. The federation com- 
mittee is headed by A. H. Revell.

Dr. Doty was as busy as Lawyer Grossberg, 
but his period of activity began and ended 
earlier in the day. was told in Tun 
TRIBUNE yesterday, the physician’s plan

institution The depositor is told with much 
evidence of concern that he had better get his 
money out of the particular institution, in 
which he happens to have it lodged. Deposi- 
tors in three of the richest banks in the city 
have been given this unsolicited advice. 
John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, said yesterday: 
“This business is to me inexplicable. There 
is absofutely no occasion for alarm and the 
persons telephoning or advising depositors 
to take their money out of the banks are 
either foolish or malicious. We have been 
trying to run down the source of these stories. 
“Three banks have had the experience 
with their depositors. We investigated one 
case this afternoon and found that a mere 
youth had heard some irresponsible tak 
about banks, and on his own volition called 
up the depositor and advised him to withdraw 
his money.

Will Probably Voluminous. 


It is supposed that the will is voluminous 
with bequests to relatives, personal friends, 
veld employés, and various philanthropic én- 
terprises. Probably the largest portion of 
the estate will go ultimately to the children 
of the late Marsjall Field Jr., of whom Mar- 
shall Field III. will undoubtedly be the sub- 
ject of special provisions, not only in the 
amount of property bequeathed but in re- 
gard to his future part in the business left 
by his grandfather. 

The will having designated the control of 
the stock, the corporation probably will pro- 
ceed to elect a successor to Mr. Field by a 
regular procedure of a'vote of the stockhold- 
ers, unless Mr. Field shall have made other 
provisions for the selection. Mr. Shedd has 
been Mr. Field's right arm in the business 
world for many years, and it is not unlikely 
that he will become the head of the great 
concern. Stanley- Field, the merchant's 
nephew, will also undoubtedly succeed to an 
important post in the direction of the stores. 
He is the son of J. N, Field of Manchester, 
England, a brother of the dead man, who is 
in charge of the foreign branches of the 
house.

Pembroke, N. H., Jam 17.—[Special. ]—De- 
liberately murdering his wife, five children, 
and his mother-in4taw, Mrs. Clara Lakeman, 
Charies F. Ayer locked the door of his. home 
at dawn this morning, pulled the shades of 
the windows, saturated the building with 
oll, and set it on fire after calmly surveying 
his record of crime.

WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacao, Dutch 
West Indies, Jan. 17.—M. Taigny, the retir- 
ing French chargé d'affaires, who left La 
Guayra on Jan. 15 on the French steam- 
er Martinique for Curacao, via Porto Ca- 
bello, Venezuela, arrived here today. M. 
Taigny was not permitted to land at Porto 
Cabello. He is waiting for a French cruiser 
to convey him to Martinique. 

The chiefs of the French cable offices at 
Caracas and La Guayra, MM. Jaccoux and 
Bourget, have been expelled from Venezuela, 


Went After Dispatches. 

Knowing that the captain of the Mar- 
tinigue had important dispatches for him, 
and being without advices for five days, ow- 
ing to the closing of the cable, M. Taigny 
went to La Guayra Saturday last, accom- 
panied by the French vice consul, He was 
accustomed to board the French steamers 
without a permit, which on this occasion he 
was not allowed todo. Thinking it his duty 
under the circumstances, he decided to go 
aboard the Martinique without permission. 

While conversing with the captain of the 
Martinique a policeman ordered M. Taigny 
to leave the vessel, but he refused to do so. 
While breakfasting an order came to the 
captain of the vessel to put outtwenty meters 
from the shore, which was done, and nobody 
was allowed to leave the ship. 

At 5 o'clock M. Taigny was officially notl- 
fied that if he went ashore he would be im- 
prisoned. 


American Influence Fails. 

United States Minister Russell used every 
influence with President Castro, but without 
avail. The vice consul brought to-M. Taigny 
a letter from Mr. Russell to that effect. M. 
Taigny then sent a protest to Mr. Russell and 
to the dean of the diplomatic corps. 

At 11 o'clock the French steamer agent 
with the authority of President Castro in- 
formed M. Taigny that a French naval ves- 
sel would take him off at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. No such vessel came, however, 
and one day was lost in waiting. 

The Martinique then left for Porto Ca- 
bello, where M. Taigny was forbidden all 
communication with the shore. He’then re- 
quired the captain of the Martinique to touch 
at Willemstad, which was not on hisschedule, 
and to leave him there.

ELECT FALLIERES 
TO RULE FRANCE. 


Members of the Parliament 
Choose Man Who Stands 
for Peace in Europe. 


NOT STRONG, BUT WISE. 


Clemenceau, ‘‘the Lion,” Again 
the Power Behind the Exec- 
utive Chair. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Jan. 17.-M. Clemént’ Armand 
Fallieres today was elected president of the 
republic of France, receiving 449 votes to 871 
cast for Paul Doumer, his only opponent. 

The election of M. Falleres means much 
in French and European politicsat this criti- 
cal moment. It means that Clemenceau, for 
@ third time, has named a president of the 
French republic. It means, as much a@ any 
selection could mean, peace im France and 
peace in Burope. 

The election of Paul Doumer, who is the 
stormy pétrel of French politics, would have 
brought apprehension throughout Europe. 
His abilities are greater than those of M. 
Fallieres, but his strong radicalism would 
have been regarded as a menace to peace 


} in the pending crisis with Germany, which 


may prove a severe test for French patience. 

The meed of France at the present mo- 
ment is not for a strong man so much as for 
one of infinite tact and restraint. These 
qualities M. Fallieres possesses, as well as 


|} abundant patriotism. 


Clemenceau Again in Power. 


Foreign intrigues against France will be 
powerless so long as the chief of state has 
the benefit of the supreme abilities of Cle- 
menceau, the lion of French politics, who 
for the last fourteen years has been almost 
without power, but who-‘again is in posi- 
tion to dominate in certain respects the des- 
tinies of his country. For fully fifteen years 
previous to 1882 Clemenceau made and un- 
made ministers and presidents. Now his 
regained influence will be used for construc- 
‘tive, not destructive, purposes, as formerly. 
He alone among French publicists during the 
last year fully understood the German in- 
trigues against France, and he may be de- 
pended upon to suggest effective moves in 
reply to fresh maneuvers. 

Paul Doumer’s candidacy also was con- 
strued in certain quarters as threatening a 
possible revival of a form of Boulangerism. 
Hence, the conservative forces of France 
concentrated upon M. Fallieres, whose suc- 
cess has assured the stability of the present 
régime. 

Today's election lacked much of the cere- 
monialism of all its predecessors, because 
the new president does not immediately as- 
sume office. Hence, the military procession 
in Paris and the popular acclamation was 
omitted. M. Fallieres went to Paris by train 
and made a private visit to President 
Loubet at the Palace Elysée before returning 
quietly to his official residence at the Lux- 
embourg palace. He will take office on 
Feb. 18. 

Election at Versailles. 

The election took place as prescribed by 
the French constitution at the palace of Ver- 
sailles a few miles outside of Paris, whither 
the senators and deputies proceeded. The 
balloting began at 1 o’clock and proceeded 
steadily. Cheers were raised whenever a 
popular legislator or statesman deposited his 
ballot in the urn, each group applauding its 
leaders and@ hooting the leaders of opposing 
groups. 

Finally silence proclaimed the end of the 
balloting and all present eagerly awaited the 
ahnouncement of the result. In all 849 votes 
were cast. The final figures were: M. Fal- 
lieres, 449; M. ‘Doumer, 871; Scattered, 28. 
One voter abstained from depositing his 
ballot. 


Career of the Now President. 


The new president was born Nov. 6, 1841, 
at Megin, department of Lot-et-Garonne., 
In his youth the president-elect apparently 
gave no indication of capacity for a brilliant 
future and it is even said that in his school 
days he was indolent. However, he suc- 
ceeded in taking degrees in letters and in 
the sciences, and as a student at law passed 
creditable examinations. 

After concluding his term as a law student 
M. Fallieres returned home and for some 
time seemed to justify the prediction of his 
father that’ he would not be successful in 
his career. However, he plunged suddenly 
into work, became a close student, soon ob- 
tained official appointments, and entered pol- 
itics, and made rapid progress, which hag 
just resulted in his selection as head of the 
French republic. 

In 1875 he was elected to the chamber of 
deputies as a republican. He distinguished 
himself as an orator and was reélected in 
1877 and 1878. 

In 1880 M. Fallieres was named as under 
secretary to the minister of the interior and 
he was again re#lected to the chamber in 
1881. He retired from the ministry at the 
time of the fall of the Jules Ferry cabinet, 
but.returned to power the following year 
ard was made president of the council and 
ada interim minister of foreign affairs. Sub- 
sequently he was successively minister of 
public instruction, minister of the interior, 
and minister of justice. 


Leader in the Senate. 

He was elected senator in 1890, a position 
which he has held since that time, and was 
elected to the presidency of the senatein 189». 
He was re#lected in 1900 and was again re- 
elected on Jan. 11 of the present year. 

M. Fallieres took an active part in the re- 
ligious question, opposing at first the proposi- 
tion for the separation of church and state, 
but later energetically advocated the re- 
prission of the clergy. 

Although M. Fallieres still owns the house 
in Mezin in which he was born, he no longer 
makes it his residence, but when in the coun- 
try lives at Loupillon, near Mezin, where he 
cultivates extensive vineyards, to which he 
gives a great amount of time and study. He 
is greatly respected by the peasantry in the 
neighborhood of his modest but comfortable 
country mansion, and it is known that his 
charities are limited only by his fortune, 
which, however, is not believed to be large.

TWO YEARS’ SENTENCE FOR FOR- 
MER STATE TREASURER. 


Politician and Justus W. Lobb, His 
Associate in Continental Financing 
Company, Given Term in House of 
Correction, ‘but Papers Cannot Be 
Made Out in Time and They Go to 
County Prison—Fine Also Imposed 
by Court. 


Henry Wulff, former state treasurer, was 
taken to the county jail last night under a 
two years’ sentence for using the mails to 
defraud With him went Justus W. Lobb, 
his associate in the Continental Financing 
company, the operations of which led to the 
conviction of the two men. Both had plead- 
ed guilty, 


They were sentenced by Judge Bethea in [ 


the United States Circuit court to serve out 
their terms in the house of correction. The 
commitment papers could not be made out 
in time. The convicted men probably will be 
taken to the bridewell this morning. A fine 
of $100 also was imposed on each man. 

Wulff was crushed by the sentence of the 
court. Until 4 p. m., when he was taken to 
the jail, he sat in the office of the United 
States marshal and waited vainly for his 
counsel to secure his release. 


Attorney Protests at Sentence. 

His attorney, John B. Wayman, said Rob- 
ert W. Childs, assistant district attorney, had 
assured him that he would be satisfied with 
@ fine and that the plea of guilty was en- 
tered on this understanding. 

“I have been victimized,” said Mr. Way- 
man. ‘‘I was led to believe that the pun- 
ishment would be a fine. It Is not fair to 
me nor to my clients. We have not had our 
day in court. I shall-not stop here with this 
case,”’ 

Attorney Childs said he had made no prom- 
ises in the case and had no understanding 
with Attorney Wayman concerning the pos- 
sible punishment.

Carnegie Commission Will Pay Money 


to New Jersey Girl Who Saved 
Another from Drowning. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan, 17.—The second annual 
meeting of the Carnegie hero fund commis- 
sion was held today. Only one award was 
made today, that of $2,500 to Miss Maude A. 
Titus of Newark, N. J. On Oct. 16, 1905, Miss 
Titus, a 16 year old school girl, was awarded 
a silver medal for saving Miss Laura V. 
Reifsnyder from drowning in Casco bay, near 
Yarmouth, Me. On Oct, 28 her father died, 
leaving her without means to finish her ed- 
ucation. The commission, taking this into 
consideration, reopened the case and awarded 
her $2,500, to be paid in installments as needed 
for her education. This is the largest award 
yet granted. During the year 761 cases havs 
been investigated. Of these 882 were re- 
fused, 19 were granted, and 360 are pending.

REDRESS IN EQUITY SUITS. 


Provides for Suspending Exces- 
sive Charges and Establish- 
ing Reasonable Ones. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—Senator El- 
kins, chairman of the senate committee on 
interstate commerce, has made public his bill 
for the regulation of railroad rates which 
he purposes tosubmit tocongress. He makes 
no claim that it is perfect, but declares 
that it is the best he can do. He says that 
the railroads are not satisfied with it and 
that he has not learned what other inter- 
ests will think of it. 

The commission is increased from seven to 
nine members. Expenses of litigation are to 
be borne by the United States. The bill has 
not been completed fully, but the section re- 
Jating to the fixing of rates embodies most 
of the important features, and in effect is as 
follows: 

That whenever the interstate commerce 
commission shall think any charge estab- 
lished or charged by any common carrier or 
carriers for any transportation or other serv- 
ice subject to said act approved Feb. 4, 1887, 
or any act amendatory thereof, is unjust and 
unreasonable, it shall be lawful for said com- 
mission to institute a suit in equity to re- 
strain such carries from continuing in force 
guch rate. The commission may institute 


-g@ny such suft upon its own motion or upon 


: 


the application of any person interested in 
the matter. 


Provides Suit in Equity. 

Any suit or proceeding may be instituted 
by petition, briefly setting forth the matters 
complained of, and any parties interested 
may be made defendants. The court shall 
have power to hear and determine such suit 


_ speedily without the formal pleadings and 


proceedings applicable to ordinary suits in 
equity and upon such short notice to the de- 
fendants as the court shall deem reasonable. 

If it be made to appear to the,court that 


amy such rate is unreasonable the court may 


> 


restrain and enjoin such carrier from con- 
tinuing in force such rate, and thereupon it 
shall be the duty of the carrier to put in force 
a lawful and proper rate. 

In case any carrier shall fail, within the 


. time specified, to put imforcea lawful charge 


the commission shall have power to make an 
order directing \the carrier to modify the 
original or the substituted rate by puttingin 


force in lieu thereof a just rate. 


Such order of the commission is to take 
effect not less than ten days after notice to 
the carrier, and is effective one year. 

Any carner who knowingly violates any 
such order of the commission is to forfeit 
$1,000 for h day of violation. The court 
may order the payment of reasonable costs 
and counsel fees. Any injunction may be re- 
opened by the court at any time upon notice 
to the parties affected. 


Provides for Appeal. 


Any party may appeal from a final decree 
within sixty days to the Supreme court of 
the United States, but this will not supersede 
the decree unless the Circuit court shall so 
order. No appeal is allewed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Every such suit shall be 
given the same precedence as if brought by 
the United States.

If the 
treaty is ratified, with the proposed amend- 
ment, they will be protected as far as this 
government can do it. An amendment to the 
treaty would be the only possible thing under 
international law upon which the United 
States could interfere in a case of unjust 
taxation in the Isle of Pines. If there is no 
treaty and. conditions remained just as they 
are now, the Cuban citizens there could ar- 
range any system of taxation they chose, and 
as that would be a question of domestic policy 
the United States, under the well established 
principles of international law, could not tn- 
terfere so long as its citizens were made the 
victims of a general system of taxation and 
were not singled out on account of their na- 
tionality. 


Treaty Worded Unfortunately. 


As to the other amendment there is little dif- 
ference of opinion inthe senate. The phrase- 
ology of the treaty as submitted to the state 
department is extremely unfortunate. -By in- 
ference it represented the United States as 
trading the Isle of Pines for a naval station at 
Guantanamo. hat would not have looked 
well in the future. If the Isle of Pines be- 
longed to the United States at all, it would be 
monstrous to sell it for a cogling station. If 
it belonged to Cuba all the time, as this gov- 
ernment has admitted for years, and as Pres- 
idents McKinley and Roosevelt both publicly 
declared, the treaty in its original form would 
be a declaration that we had bunkoed the re- 
public of Cuba out of a naval station and re- 
ceived exclusive privileges at Guantanamo 
without in any way giving value received. 

For this reason the senate committee on for- 
eign relations has agreed to wipe out all this 
statement of alleged fact, as collected in the 
treaty. In this action it has followed the 
precedent set in dealing with the Santo Do- 
mingo treaty at the last session. The treaty 
with Santo Domingo as originally negotiated 
declared i{ was agreed upon to uphold the 
Monroe doctrine. The senate wisely struck 
out all that portion of the treaty. 

The senators Believed no treaty should be 
negotiated to uphold a doctrine. On the con- 
trary, they took the ground that the Monroe 
doctrine upheld itself, and was a declaration 
of principle by the United States, which could 
not be strengthened in any way by an agree- 
ment to collect the revenue and pay the debts 
ofa bankrupt island republic in tne Caribbean 
sea 


Philippine Tariff Bill Will Pass. 


Tt was said about the senate this evening 
that the Philippine tariff bill wfll go through 
there substantially as it was received from 
the house. Most of the democrats on the 
committee on the Philippines favor the bill 
as it stands. Senator Dubois gnd two or 
three men from the beet sugar states, in- 
cluding both democrats and republicans, will 
oppose the bill, but there is an overwhelm- 
ing majority in the senate in its favor. Un- 
less filibustering is resorted to by the sugar

LAW PROVISIONS IGNORED 


Evils of Present System Told in 


, Report of Special Immigrant 
Inspector Braun.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.}]— 
Severe criticism of several foreign govern- 
ments, notably Hungary and Italy, are con- 
tained in the report of Immigrant Inspector 
Marcus Braun, received by the house today. 

He accuses these governments of conniv- 
ing at violations of the immigration laws and 
with preventing so far as possible their sub- 
jects from becoming citizens of the United 
States. Steamship companiés, American 


bankers, and clergy are included in those ! 


whose operations he says are a violation of 
the law and a menace to America. He de- 
clared that $50,000,000 was sent last year to 
Austria-Hungary and that the amount an- 
nually received in Italy in a similar manner 
amounts to $1 a day for every Italian in this 
countrys 


Hungary Breaks All Promises.’ 


“Not a single promise which the new 
Hungarian ‘Immigrant law guaranteed has 
been kept,”’ says Braun in the report. “I 
experienced the bewildering spectacle of 
hundreds upon hundreds of agents licensed 
by the Hungarian government carrying on 
and conducting an almost unheard of cam- 
paign to get immigrants in direct and open 
violation of their laws. 

‘‘In order to discourage Hungarians from 
becoming American citizens the precaution 
is taken to advocate the establishment in 
the United States of Hungarian homes, 
schools, churches, and institutions, 

Regarding immigration from Italy the re- 
port says an Italian subject may leave that 
country for eny place on the globe except 
the United States without a passport. He 
is required to pay a fee of 8 lire for a pass- 
port to the United States and from this the 
government derives revenue. 


How to Correct Abuses. 


Recommendations made by Mr. Braun, 
based on these findings, include the follow- 
ing: 

That the United States maintain abroad 
a secret surveillance of undesirable immi- 
gration. 

That a statute be enacted requiring aliens 
to produce at landing a “ certificate of ort- 
gin’ from the nearest United States consul. 

That a bond be required of not less than 
$25,000 from persons engaged in the United 
States in the sale of steamship ticketa for- 
warding money, contracting for labor, etc., 
for faithful and conscientious performance 
of obligations and contracts. 

That a law ‘be enacted making ft a crimi- 
nal offense for any resident of the United 
States to travel abroad for purposes of in- 
ducing immigration for temporary or per- 
manent stay, exempting only relatives. 

That the naturalization laws be amended 
so that persons desiring to became citizens 
shall prove continued residence for a longer 
period than at present. 

That citizenship lapse where persons re- 
side abroad for a’ certain period. 

That naturalized citizens convicted of 
felony in a foreign country shell forfeit 
American citizenship. 

That the alien contract labor law include 
priests, clergymen, ministers, and lecturers. 

That a heavy head tax be imposed upon 
persons returning to the United States after 
having resided here temporarily.

SEND BACK THEIR PASSES, 


SOCIALIST LEGISLATORS RETURN 
TRANSPORTATION, 


Representatives Joseph A. Ambrose 
and Andrew Olson Give Free Per- 
mits to Party Committee, Which 
Tarns Them Over to President Ear- 
ling of the Milwaukee Road—Not 
Working for Corporations,” Letter 
Explains, 


SociaMsts evidently do not believe'in free 
railroad transportation, despite their other 
theories of freedom. Passes issued by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
company to the two socialist members of the 
Illinois legislature were returned to President 
A. J. Barling yesterday 

James 8S. Smith, secretary of the socialist 
state committee, sent back the transporta- 
tlon with a letter explaining that Represent- 
atives Joseph A. Ambrose and Andrew Ol- 
son “cannot and have no desire to do the 
sort of work for which these passes are in- 
tended as payment."’ 

The pass books received by the socialist 
representatives were numbered 5,764 and 
5,816, and were received two weeks ago. As 
soon as they were received the two legisla- 
tors turned the dreadful things over to the 
estate executive committee. A special ses- 
sion of the committee was called and it wag 
agreed to- return the passes immediately with 
a letter of explanation. 


Letter Sent with Passes. 

The letter to President Harling read in part: 

Passbooks Nos. 5764 and 5816, sent by you un- 
solicited to Joseph A. Ambrose and Andrew Olson, 
representatives of the socialist party in the Illinois 
legislature, are herewith returned. 

We wish to inform you that, unlike the men 
elected by the old political parties, Mr. Ambrose 
and Mr. Olson are not in the legislature to do the 
work of the corporations. Therefore they cannot 
and have no desire to do the sort of work for which 
these passes aré intended as payment. Truly yours,

Admits Return of Transportation. 

That the passes had been issued and re- 
turned by the socialists was admitted by an 
official of the road in the absence of Presi- 
dent Earling. 

“No such stringent rules as have been 
adopted by the eastern roads have been 
adopted by us,’’ he said, ‘‘ and therefore we 
sent out passes again this year. They are 
given solely as a compliment and are not 
intended as payment for anything.”’

YALE HAS SUBSTANTIAL FUND. 


Camp Suggests Committee to Distrib- 
ute $96,000 Surplus to Athletic 
Organizations Needing Money. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 17.—Walter Camp to- 
night sent a letter to the college daily in which 
he sets forth the condition of the Athletic union's 
finances and the surplus now available. He 
suggests the selection of a committee to take 
charge of distributing the funds according to 
the needs of the several organizations in the 
Athietic union. He says in part: 

** If rowing is to continue Yale’s old boathouse 
must be replaced. This wil! cost from $30,000 to 
$40,000. If feotball ig to be played a provision 
must be made soon to rebuild the old stands, which 
will cost at least $61,000. A baseball! cage com- 
parable to those used by other organizations and 
an extension of field room also should be con- 
sidered."’ 

Mr. Camp announces that the fund has grown 
to the sum of $96,325. 

It is reported that at the last meeting of the 
academy faculty a general forecast was made of 
the coming report of the athletic investigating 
committee. According to the forecast, the com- 
mittee will content itself with suggestions of 
minor changes and reforms, and not with any plans 
for radical changes or to reduce the present scale 
of athietics at Yale. 

The reformers say they have no hope of any- 
thing substantial coming from the investigating 
committee, and that reform must be looked for, if 
at all, outside of that committee. One professor, 
aera says the control of athletics at Yale 

has passed substantially from the undergraduates 
to the graduates. This makes athietic abuses 
harder to reach. But the contest in the academic 
faculty over these abuses now will be fought to a 
finish. The debate thus far has disclosed more 
support of the present system of athletics among 
ed older members of the faculty than was looked 

or. 


STUDENTS APPEAL TO FACULTY. 


Wisconsin Men Hold Meeting and De- 
cide to Ask for Reconsideration 
of Football Abolition. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—At a meet- 
ing of twenty representative students of the univer- 
sity tonight action was taken to appeal to the fao- 
uity to reconsider its instructions to Delegate Tur- 
ner. The meeting was unanimously of the opinion 
the abolition of football should not be decided upon 
before all means of reform had been exhausted. 

The meeting developed into a general discussion 
of the evils of the game, and indicated that the 
students would work with the faculty for reform. 
It was decided to recommend a larger student repre- 
sentation on the athletic board. The point was 
brought out that the faculty had made charges of 
professionalism and taken their action thereon 
without giving the students or players a hearing. 

Upon recommendation of the state university 
regents’ committee on athietics, the regents today 
indorsed the recent action of the university faculty 
in condemning the evils of intercollegiate footba!!, 
and recommending that the conference of nine uni- 
versities of the middle west at Chicago next Friday 
declare in favor of suspending intercollegiate foot- 
ball games for the next two years.
